" It does not m ean th a t every majv 
la as good as his neighbor, It does 
not m ean th a t all men are equal 
Men are unequal in m any ways B ut 
dem ocracy gives equally to all m en 
a num ber of very im portant rights 
and seeks to develop equal oppor­ 
tunity. 
" It differs from other form s of 
governm ent in th a t it p resu p p o ses 
th a t differences of opinion have th e 
rig h t to be spoken.” Dr. M aclver 
said. 
"T his 
m akes 
the 
changing 
w eight of opinion decide who shall 
govern, and in a certain sense, w hat 
th e broad policies of governm ent 
shall be. T h a t Is different from any 
o ther system of governm ent in th e 
world. 
Three Demands 
"In tile Am erican dem ocracy, the 
law binds the actions of m en, but 
not his opinions. TYiose who oppose 
th e governm ent do not lose any civil 
rights. Dem ocracy is not simply a 
rule of th e people, or a rule of th e 
m ajority; the uniqueness of dem oc­ 
racy rests on m ovem ents of public 
opinion. If opinion is free, then the 
whole culture of the country is free 
-so long as opinion is free, every­ 
thing is free.’’ 
Dr. M aclver said th a t dem ocracy 
never springs full form, but m ust 
grow. " It was not brought here by 
the Pilgrim fathers. Even at the 
tim e of the American Revolution 
there was relatively little trend to 
dem ocracy.

Cei­ 
ler D-NYt plans to “get after" in
